FOR GRAIN 


How it Will Work Against the Best 
Interests of the Farmers of the 
Canadian Northwest | 


The efforts of the dealers in wheat | 
and other grains to establish a@ same 
ple markct in Vinnipes are being 
made by men who uaesire and who 
appear to be determined to regain} 
the control of the grain trade tiey | 
held for many years, but which they 
have now lost. Selfish motives are 
the prime moving principio that gov- 
ern all the steps they are now taking. 
Let us examine the true inwardness 
of the matter. 

There are only about s venty-seven | 
days from the time the crop com- 
mences to move, in the fail of the 
year, until the close of navigation at 
the head of the Lakes. ‘Tie grain 
crop of Western Canada is taken) 
from Fort William aud shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the eust- 
ern markets After the close of nav- 
igation the grain grown in the west 
which has not gone across the Lakes 
by boat must necessarily go by rail 
routes to the Atlantic ports either, 
around the north shore of Lake Super- 
jor or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, every carload of grain pass- 


ing through Winnipeg on all the dif-| 3 


ferent lines of railway will be sub-| 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. 

The pian of those in favor of a! 
sample market is that when a carload | 
of grain arrives in Winulpeg a sam-| 
ple is taken from it and sent up to, 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis- | 
posed of on that sample. Immedtate- | 
ly after it has been been disposed of 
the railroad is notified and the car 
sent forward to its destination which | 
may be East to Fort William, astern | 
Ontario or the Maritime Provinces, or | 
to points in the Western Provinces, | 
where the grain is used for local con- | 
sumption Thus every car arriving 
in Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold This would mean a deluy of at) 
least one full day. 

The delay in transit of cars arriv 
ing in Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
be much longer, as the samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o'clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exchance in order to be dls- 


posed of before it closed for that 
ay, because on Saturdays the ex-| 
change closes at one o'clock. There- 


fore the samples from the cars ar-| 
riving in Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every car arriving between 


that hour and the hour of opening 
of the grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to remain in 


Winnipeg until Monday evening. That

HUGE EQUIPMENT PROGRAMME 
PLANNED BY CANADIAN ROADS 


Railways Have Made Large Appropriations for New 
Equipment, but Manufacturers Find Orders Exceed 
the Capacity of Their Plants.

Ottawa.—Reports made to the) 
board of railway commissioners of 


Canada by the Canadian Pacific 
Grand Trunk, Canadian Northern and 
Great Nortbern Railways of new 
equipment ordered by them and now 
actnally under construction, disclose 
a huge equipinent prégramme. The 
figures given do not include equip- 
ment for which appropriations have 
been made, but not ordered because 
of difficulty in finding manufacturers, 
American or Canadian to undertake 
construction of new equipment in the 
near future. All of the roads repre- 
sented state through their officials , 
that they are in the market for much 
more equipment than that included in 
the figures here given, but that the 
Canadian shops are away behind in 
filling thetr orders, which far exceeds 
their capacity, and that similar con- 


refrigerator curs being built at Mon- 
treal; 411 cdAl cars at Montreal, 42 
tank cars being built at Detroit and 
158 cabooses being built at Montreal. 

It also has under construction 52 
passenger locomotives, 120 freight lo-

“London.—Lord Charles Beresford 
in a letter to the press strongly criti- 
cizes the policy of reducing the Brit- 
ish naval strength in the Mediterran- 
ean and argues that the adoption of 
the programme which he submitted 
three years ugo, estimated to cost 
$640,000, would have prevented the 
presert crisis. 

Lord Charles said: “The govern- 
ment having apparently determined 
virtually to abandon the naval de- 
fence of the Mediterranean, what the 
nation must decide and decide quick- 


; ly, is whether or not it will permit the 
| weakening to the breaking point of | 


what {is the main link in the defence 
of the Empire. 

He contends that the general strat- 
egical position has now as it object- 
ive teither France nor Russia, but 
another foreign power and that power 
alone, 

He holds that the proposal that 
Unglish responsibilities in the Medit- 
erranean should be devolved upon 
France is a gross and palpable ad- 
mission of weakness, adding: . 

There are two courses open to the 
country; one {is the maintenance of 
the naval supremacy of Great Brit- 
ain; the alternative is to resign our 
naval supremacy, but give up the col- 
ors of the Empire and rely upon the 
system of alliances which has al- 
Ways proved disastrous and which 
Will prove equally fatal in the future. 

The navy, he goes on to say, is un- 
der-manned, 20,000 short of the num- 
ber of men required to place it on an 
effective footing. 

The Daily Express announces a re- 
port whose source of information, it 
asserts are undoubted, that the gov- 
ernment will alter its poliqy regard- 
ing the Mediterranean, having been 
convinced by Lord Kitchener's stand 
against the weakening of either the 
land or the sea forces.

MONTREAL HARBOR CONGESTED 


Elevators Are Loaded Up and In- 
creased Accommodation Not Yet 
Available 

Montreal.—Present indications are 
that the same conditions will prevail 
in the Montreal harbor as regards the | 
grain congestion as last year, Al-! 
though it is as yet very early in the 
season, the report comes from one of 
Montreal's largest transportation 
houses that the grain elevators are 
loaded up with grain, and the pros- 
pects are none too bright. It was 
supposed that the hew elevator 
would overcome all the difficulties. It 
now seems, however, that this new 
elevator will not be in a position to 
handle grain until well on in the sea- 
son. ‘ 

The Montreal Transportation Com- 
pany, which does an immense busi- 
ness in the handling of grain, at the 
present time has eleven boats, carry- 
ing half a million bushels of grain, 
waiting to be relieved. The eleva- 
tors at Kingston are becoming over- 
loaded, as a result of the insufficient 
facilities at Montreal's port. as the 
boats are unable to keep up to their 
schedule, owing to the delay here, 


Central West to Benefit Most 

Winnipeg, Man.—That the signifi- 
cance of the Panama Canal for the 
commercial interests of the Central 
West 1s gradually gaining recognition 
is indicated in a comprehensive write- 
up on this subject in the current {s- 
sue of Winnipeg Once-A-Week. 
Among other things it is pointed out 
that even at the present time tie 
Canadian prairies are exporting near- 
ly 200,000 bushels of wheat year'y, 
and this in spite of the entire inadc- 
quacy of railway facilities to handie 
the available traffic. All this, says 
the correspondent, means much to 
Vancouver and to British Columbia; 
hut it means far more to the Prairie 
Fiovinces—to their agricultural wad 
industrial development — to the 
growth and expansion of their cum- 
mercial centres—and consequently to 
the increasing imvortance of Winn! 
peg as a distributing centre for fa-in 
implements and every kind of maznu- 
factured product.

Moose Jaw, Sask.—When the _ no- 
torious Erickson of Tompkins, 40 
miles west of Swift Current, stood 


in the dock to receive sentence for 
the manslaughter of his two and a 
half year old stepdaughter, the pris- 
oner wilted under the withering lash 
of the justice, who sentenced him to 
the penitentiary for 20 years. His 
Lordship Chief Justice Wetmore said 
that it was the worst case in his ju- 
diciary career, and he had not even 
read of one for cruelty and horrible 
details to match with the present 
case. The tiny infant had been made 
the accused's football on ’all possible 
occasions, and for faults that no child 
was responsible for had to receive the 
most frightful punishment. 


Mixed Farming Winning Recognition | 


Lethbridge, Alta.—In connection 
with the approaching dry-farming con- 
gress it is pointed out that a new in- 
terest is being created not merely in 
the problems of dry-farming, but al- 
most equally in the prelated subjects 
of poultry raising and market garden- 
ing. As stuted by M. C. Herner, of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College, 
poultry raising works In splendidly as 
a profitable branch of dry farming 
The market demands are practically 
unlimited, and the price of dressed 
poultry and eggs is sufficiently high 
at all times of the year to make poul- 
try keeping a paying business, even 
when prices are lowest. The equip- 
ment required to operate a poultry 
department on a dry farm need not 
be large.
